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LL:  Hi  Kelli!  Welcome  to  the  Lady  Like  Profile.  Your  cover 
shot  is  really  gorgeous  and  you  are  just  so  sexy.  What  was 
your  earliest  inspiration? 

I think  that  The  Avengers  television  series  really  started 
me  on  the  crossdressing  binge.  I thought  that  Mrs.  Peel  was 
extremely  hot  in  her  leather/pvc/latex  outfits  with  her  black 
boots.  Steed  was  an  extremely  lucky  guy  to  have  such  a 
hot  partner!  I guess  I was  really  turned-on  by  Mrs.  Peel  and 
wanted  to  try  on  her  hot  outfits. 

LL:  I think  a lot  of  girls  really  would  have  just  died  to 
try  on  one  of  those  outfits  Diana  Rigg  got  to  wear  in  that 
show.  She  was  an  inspiration  to  me,  too.  Sadly  most  young 
crossdressers  didn't  have  leather  cat  suits  around  the  house. 
What  clothing  did  you  first  get  to  try  on? 

K:  No,  it  wasn't  a PVC  body  stocking.  Since  I was  living  in 
an  apartment  with  my  parents  my  first  experience  was  trying 
on  my  mom's  undergarments.  We  had  a washing  machine 
and  no  dryer,  so  clothes  usually  hung  on  racks  to  dry.  As  a 
result,  I found  my  mom's  pantyhose,  long  line  girdle,  and 
long  line  bra  drying  on  many  occasions.  Not  quite  Mrs. 
Peel's  wardrobe,  but  it  had  to  do. 

LL:  My  mother  had  great  corsets,  that  she  never  wore,  and 
I got  into  them  every  chance  I could.  Finding  the  opportunity 
is  the  hard  part.  When  were  you  able  to  try  things  on? 

K:  After  school  (I  seem  to  recall  that  I may  have  been  in 
the  eighth  grade),  I usually  came  home  and  my  parents  were 
at  work.  That's  when  I tried  things  on. 

LL:  What  did  you  feel  like? 

K:  I felt  the  rush  that  most  of  us  experience  when  we  try  on 
tight  and  confining  undergarments.  It  really  felt  great,  even 
though  I only  kept  the  outfit  on  for  thirty  minutes. 

LL:  You  were  lucky  you  had  that  long.  I had  to  rush 
through  my  childhood  dress  up  'cause  I was  never  sure 
when  my  parents  would  get  home.  Then  it  was  a challenge 
to  remember  just  were  everything  went. 

K:  I was  lucky  since  everything  could  just  go  back  in  place 
on  the  drying  racks.  But  I also  immediately  felt  a sense  of 
guilt  and  shame. 

LL:  Most  of  us  think  that  we're  doing  something  wrong 
and  it  bothers  us,  but  it  doesn't  stop  us. 

K:  Yes,  I always  found  myself  thinking  about  the  next  time 
I would  be  able  to  try  on  my  mom's  undergarments. 

LL:  When  did  you  progress  beyond  undergarments? 

K:  One  day  while  taking  out  the  trash,  a neighbor  threw 
out  some  shoes.  I went  through  the  trash  bag  and  found  a 
pair  of  black  platform  shoes.  It  so  happened  that  the  shoes  fit 
and  I was  in  heaven. 

LL:  Cool!  Almost  as  good  as  Emma  Peel's  boots.  Did  you 
ever  get  caught  in  your  shoes  or  mom's  underwear? 

K:  I was  only  able  to  put  on  my  mom's  undergarments 
when  she  did  the  wash.  During  one  crossdressing  session, 

I went  into  her  closet  and  got  a sundress  to  go  with  the 
undergarments  and  the  shoes.  Nothing  matched,  but  I 
wanted  to  experience  the  feeling  of  dressing  in  much  more 
than  just  undergarments.  As  I was  admiring  myself  in  the 


mirror  my  mom  suddenly  came  home  and  I 
heard  her  unlocking  the  door. 

LL:  Did  she  catch  you? 

K:  I was  in  a panic.  I couldn't  get  the  sundress 
off  (it  had  a back  zipper)! 

LL:  What  did  you  do? 

K:  I quickly  put  on  a t-shirt,  kicked-off  the 
shoes  and  climbed  into  bed,  pulled  up  the  sheets 
and  pretended  to  be  ill. 

LL:  Did  you  get  way  with  it? 

K:  I pulled  it  off,  but  it  really  gave  me  such  an 
adrenaline  rush.  I was  eventually  able  to  take 
everything  off  and  put  it  all  away  but  it  wasn't 
easy. 

LL:  As  we  get  older  our  relationship  to 
crossdressing  can  shift  around.  What  was  your 
high  school  time  like? 

K:  My  crossdressing  feelings  never  left  me 
but  I really  didn't  dress  at  all  during  my  high 
school  days.  I was  preoccupied  with  dating  girls 
and  doing  all  the  guy  stuff  like  playing  ball  and 
making  the  various  team  sports. 

LL:  No  high  school  stories,  let's  move  on  to 
college!  Where  did  you  go  to  school? 

K:  I was  accepted  to  a state  university  and 
moved  into  a dorm.  It  was  during  this  time  that 
I started  noticing  how  sexy  college  babes  were, 
especially  the  "princesses".  I loved  the  way  they 
dressed  during  campus  parties  (high-heel  pumps, 


miniskirts)  and  was  extremely  turned-on. 

LL:  It's  good  to  develop  role  models. 

K:  I did  my  own  wash  on  campus  and  managed 
to  snag  a panty  and  bra  or  two  while  unloading 
the  washing  machine.  I was  able  to  crossdress  very 
infrequently  and,  during  my  junior  and  senior  year,  had 
a girlfriend  which  put  an  end  to  my  inner  crossdressing 
feelings  for  awhile. 

LL:  Well,  it  sounds  like  college  was  a bit  frustrating, 
crossdressing  wise.  What  happened  after  graduation? 
Did  your  crossdressing  urge  return?  Were  you  able  to 
satisfy  it  at  last? 

K:  When  I got  out  of  college  in  May  the  job  market 
was  very  slow  so,  I took  a long  vacation  and  visited 
friends  in  California. 

LL:  Road  trip! 

K:  Luckily  my  parents  gave  me  some  vacation 
funding  and  told  me  to  enjoy  myself  before  I hunted  up 
a job.  They  told  me  that  I should  enjoy  it  while  I could 
since  working  doesn't  provide  the  luxury  of  extended 
vacations.  Anyway,  I was  exposed  to  a ton 
of  activities  and  stores  while  vacationing  in 
Los  Angeles:  Frederick's  of  Hollywood,  Sexy 
Heels.  Needless  to  say,  my  crossdressing 
feelings  reemerged. 

LL:  Frederick's  will  do  that  to  ya. 

K:  When  I got  home  I ordered  items  from 
the  various  stores  catalogs. 

LL:  Uh  oh,  prehistoric  shopping  practi 

K:  It  was  before  the  Internet.  But  usi 
the  catalogs  I accumulated  a large 
of  wardrobe  items  and  accessories 

LL:  You  stockpiled  all  this  stuff  while 
were  still  living  with  your  parents? 

K:Yes.  Several  years  after  my  California 
ion  I met  my  wife. 

: How  did  you  meet? 

Through  work.  Before  we  were 
ried  we  decided  to  move  in 
together  and  bought  a townhouse. 

Fortunately,  the  townhouse  had  a 
crawl  space  where  I kept  Kelli's 
clothing  well  hidden. 

LL:  She  didn't  know  about 
your  "hobby"?  We  won't  ask 
how  you  secretly  got  the  stuff 
into  the  crawl  space.  We 
know  how  crafty  CDs  can 
be. 

K:  She  had  no  idea 
I dressed  up  so  I had  to 
keep  things  hidden. 

Since  we  weren't 
married,  during  major 
family  type  holidays, 
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we  celebrated  with  our  respective  families.  She  had  to 
drive  to  her  family  and  usually  spent  several  days  there. 
That  allowed  me  to  be  Kelli  for  a few  days  at  home 
before  I joined  my  family.  However,  I was  always  a guy 
wearing  women's  clothing. 

LL:  We  can  see  from  your  photos  that  you've  gotten 
past  that  stage.  We  need  to  know  how  you  did  that  and 
if  your  wife  ever  find  out  about  Kelli? 

K:  Kelli  has  been  and  will  always  be  a secret  from 
my  wife.  I love  her  very  much  and  would  not  want  to 
jeopardize  our  relationship  by  introducing  Kelli.  I guess 
this  is  a typical  reaction  that  guys  have  regarding  their 
alternate  femme  self. 

LL:  We  would  advise  you  to  try  to  come  up  with 
some  way  to  tell  her.  If  she  ever  finds  out  on  her  own, 
after  years  of  marriage,  it  will  be  that  much  harder.  But, 
everyone  has  to  do  what  they  must  do  to  deal  with 
having  a wife  and  being  their  own  "other  woman." 

Let's  move  on  to  the  fun  stuff.  How  did  you  move 
past  that  man-in-a-dress  phase  and  get  so  hot? 

K:  When  the  Internet  took  off  I was  able 
to  do  some  research  and  found  Glamour 
Boutique  in  Auburn,  Massachusetts. 
1 took  a day  off  and  drove  there  to 
purchase  and  upgrade  my  wardrobe. 
I told  my  wife  that  I had  an  all-day 
meeting  in  upstate  New  York  and  that  I 
would  be  back  late  in  the  evening. 

LL:  Ah,  the  old  business  trip  ruse. 
How  did  your  first  visit  go? 

K:  The  staff  at  Glamour 

Boutique  was  very  friendly  and 
knowledgeable.  I got  a brand  new 
wig,  corset,  dresses,  pumps,  etc.  I 
was  in  heaven!  I couldn't  wait  to 
get  home  and  eventually  try  things 
on! 

LL:  Guess  your  wife  doesn't 
look  through  the  credit  card 
statements. 

K:To  avoid  a paper-trail  I paid 
for  everything  in  cash. 

LL:  I swear  the  CIA  should 
hire  crossdressers.  We  have  all 
the  skills  they  need! 

K:  That's  true!  Anyway,  I was  so 
excited  about  my  new  purchases 
that  I. called  in  sick  the  next  day. 
My  wife  went  to  work  as  usual 
and  I was  able  to  try  on  my  new 
items  for  a couple  of  hours.  I was 
so  thrilled  with  my  new  purchases 
that  I wanted  to  get  more  so,  the  next 
month  I went  to  Glamour  Boutique 
n and  used  another  vacation 
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day  and  business  meeting  excuse.  The  owner,  Jon, 
mentioned  that  I should  get  a professional  makeover. 

LL:  And? 

K:  I checked  out  the  makeup  artist's  website  and  I 
was  amazed.  I was  very  skeptical  that  ordinary  guys 
could  be  transformed  into  hot  babes! 

LL:  So  it  was  time  to  call  in  sick  again?  Or  have  an 
upstate  meeting? 

K:  As  luck  would  have  it  I was  really  scheduled 
for  a lengthy  benefits  negotiations  meeting  about 
two  hours  from  the  Glamour  Boutique.  I was  able  to 
arrange  a travel  day  before  the  meeting  and  reserved 
a motel  room  near  the  meeting  location.  I scheduled 
my  makeover/transformation  session  on  my  travel  day. 
I was  only  required  to  bring  my  gaff,  panties,  bra,  and 
tights. 

LL:  Tell  us  how  it  went! 

K:  I arrived  early  but  I was  still  skeptical.  An  ordinary 
guy  becoming  a hot  babe?  I got  dressed  in  the  basic 
required  items  and  the  artist  filled  in  the  rest.  He  glued 
some  silicone  breasts  on  and  laced  me  so  tightly  into  a 
corset  that  I had  difficulty  breathing. 

LL:  Fash  ion  hurts,  girl. 

K:  He  put  some  hip  and  butt  pads  on  me  and  did  an 
amazing  facelift  technique  using  tape  and  mini  stretch 
cords.  This  facelift  technique  softened  my  male  facial 
features  and  provided  me  with  great  feminine  eyes 
(even  before  makeup),  and  high  cheek  bones. 

LL:  Looking  hot  is  forty  percent  mental  and  sixty 
percent  foam  rubber,  tape  and  rubber  bands.  Did  the 
results  make  you  a believer? 

K:  I was  so  amazed  that  I couldn't  believe  my  eyes!  I 
was  a passable  woman...  and  hot\ 

LL:  What  about  the  photo  shoot? 

K:  He  had  me  walk  around  the  Glamour  Boutique 
store  and  wanted  me  to  admire  myself  as  Kelli.  Then  he 
put  me  through  my  paces  for  some  modeling  pictures. 
I thought  I was  in  good  shape,  but  the  male  body  is  not 
meant  to  bend  and  flex  into  some  of  those  positions! 

LL:  Female  bodies  aren't  either!  That's  why 

supermodels  get  the  big  bucks. 

K:  Oh,  girl!  Stretch  the  neck,  face  forward,  chin 
down,  point  the  toe,  keep  the  leg  straight,  keep  the 
arms  straight  and  close  to  the  body,  spread  the  fingers, 
turn  your  head  back  over  the  shoulder,  drop  the 
shoulder.  I was  sweating  profusely  and  my  makeup 
had  to  be  touched-up  constantly.  I was  really  tight, 
since  I was  very  nervous.  My  smile  wasn't  natural,  not 
to  mention  that  I had  to  concentrate  on  posing  in  very 
difficult  positions. 

LL:  But  you  loved  it,  right? 

K:  Yes,  but,  here's  that  guilt  thing  again.  All  through 
the  session  I couldn't  help  feeling  as  though  I was 
cheating  on  my  wife  and  having  an  affair  with  Kelli! 
I drove  the  two  hours  back  to  my  hotel  in  male  mode 


and  while  I drove  I 
was  thinking  about 
the  awesome 
makeover/ 
transformation.  I 
was  in  love  with 
Kelli!  Needless 
to  say,  I couldn't 
concentrate  at 
the  meeting  the 
next  day.  All  I 
kept  thinking 
about  was 
Kelli. 

LL:  I hope 
you  didn't 
negotiate 
away  any 
employee 
benefits! 

K: 

Fortunately 
not. 

LL:  You  've  had  more 
than  one  makeover.  Tell  us  about 
the  next  session. 

K:  A month  later  another  all  day  meeting  was 
scheduled  so  I set  up  another  session  and  used  the 
same  travel  day  excuse  as  last  time.  This  time,  after  I got 
my  makeover  there  was  a guy  shopping  and  he  asked 
me  out  to  dinner!  I got  "hit"  on! 

LL:  How  did  that  feel? 

K:  I felt  kind  of  funny  and  out  of  place  when  I 
answered  him  in  my  male  voice.  He  knew  that  I was  a 
guy,  but  wanted  to  take  me  to  dinner  anyway.  He  just 
said  that  I didn't  need  to  say  anything  and  to  just  look 
pretty. 

LL:  Two  hours  away  from  home,  all  dressed  up  with 
nothing  to  do...  what  happened? 

K:  I thanked  him  but  declined. 

LL:  Probably  for  the  best.  You  don't  want  to  go  into  a 
meeting  smelling  of  some  strange  guy's  aftershave. 

K:  Seriously,  the  encounter  made  me  think.  I 
mentioned  to  the  artist  that  I had  the  look,  but 
something  was  wrong — my  male  voice.  He  said  that 
the  male  voice  could  be  changed  to  reflect  the  different 
octave  generated  by  the  female  voice.  He  called  one 
of  his  clients  to  have  her  demonstrate  the  changeover. 
Krista  spoke  to  me  in  her  male  voice.  During  the 
conversation,  Krista's  voice  changed  to  a hot  female 
voice.  I couldn't  believe  it!  I wanted  to  have  this  ability 
so  I purchased  a DVD  on  changing  the  voice.  I have 
not  mastered  it  yet. 

LL:  Voice  is  tough  because  you  keep  thinking 
you  sound  silly.  And  without  a lot  of  time  to  practice 
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you'll  have  trouble  making  progress.  Speaking 
of  progress,  what  was  the  next  step  after  your 
second  transformation? 

K:  I was  in  love  with  Kelli  after  sessions 
one  and  two  but  I couldn't  get  back  for  my 
next  one  till  the  summer.  My  wife  went 
on  a vacation  to  visit  her  sister  for  three 
days  and  I told  her  I couldn't  take  off 
since  I was  very  busy  at  work. 

LL:  Or  busy  with  corsets  and  high 
heels. 

K:  Yes!  I took  two  vacation  days 
and  set  up  session  number  three. 

And  this  time,  I wanted  Kelli  to  go 
out  briefly. 

LL:  The  urge  to  go  out  in  public. 

It  hits  us  all  at  some  point.  Where 
did  you  go? 

K:  After  my  makeover  I left 
Glamour  Boutique  dressed  to  go 
clubbing:  short  black  leather  mini 
skirt,  red  tank  top  and  3.5"  pumps. 

However,  clubbing  was  still  a bit 
too  much,  so  I just  drove  back  to  my 
hotel,  which  was,  again,  two  hours 
away. 

LL:  You  weren't  going  to  a meeting 
that  time.  Couldn't  you  stay  closer? 

K:  Probably  but  I knew  that  hotel. 

Anyway,  I have  a 5-speed  stick  shift  sports 
car  and  it  was  very  difficult  shifting  into 
gears  with  high  heels.  On  several  occasions, 

I peeled  out  and  brought  unnecessary 
attention  to  myself. 

LL:  I got  my  clutch  pedal  caught  in  front  of  my 
heel  one  time  and  I couldn't  get  it  to  go  clown.  The 
bottom  of  my  foot  was  flat  on  the  floor  but  the  pedal 
wasn't  clown!  They  don't  tell  you  that  can  happen  when 
they  sell  you  your  first  pair  of  spike  heel  pumps.  But, 
back  to  your  adventure.  Tell  us  what  happened? 

K:  I drove  back  to  the  hotel  but  on  the  way  I had  to 
go  through  two  toll  booths. 

LL:  On  no,  the  toll  booth  test.  How  did  it  go? 

K:  At  the  first  toll  booth  I could  feel  the  male  toll 
taker's  stare,  and  almost  feel  his  drool.  He  took  his  time 
in  giving  me  my  change.  The  second  toll  booth  was 
"manned"  by  a woman  and  I could  also  feel  her  stare. 

LL:  But  you  survived  without  incident? 

K:  I eventually  made  it  to  my  hotel  and  since  my 
room  had  an  exterior  entrance  I didn't  have  to  go 
through  the  lobby.  I felt  a big  high  going  out  en  femme, 
but  I also  felt  guilty.  Was  I having  an  affair  with  Kelli? 

LL:  That's  what  it  can  feel  like.  And  if  you're  keeping 
it  secret  you  have  to  be  really  careful  that  your  wife 
doesn't  think  you're  having  an  affair  with  another  real 


lady.  How  do  you  cope  with  those  feelings? 
Many  CDs  are  lucky  enough  to  have 
support  groups  they  can  attend  and  that 
usually  helps  a lot. 

K:  I found  a great  website.  It  is 
fabulous!  TGs  and  CDs  are  able 
to  list  their  profiles  and  meet  and 
contact  other  like-minded  sisters!  I 
have  met  other  girlfriends  through 
the  Net  and  it's  a great  feeling 
knowing  that  others  are  out 
there. 

LL:  That's  cool.  It  does  help  a 
lot  when  you  have  been  living 
in  the  closet  and  you  make 
contact  with  others.  Have  you 
actually  met  anyone  in  person? 

K:  Several  girlfriends  want 
to  go  clubbing  with  me— 
even  though  my  profile  states 
that  Kelli  is  in  the  closet  and 
doesn't  get  out.  I have  had 
girlfriends  offer  to  provide  me 
some  pointers  on  being  femme 
and  they  are  willing  to  lend  me 
outfits.  It  is  very  flattering  but  one 
has  to  be  very  careful  out  there. 
LL:  Amanda  Richards  did  the 
makeover  and  took  the  pictures  that 
we're  using  for  your  Profile.  How  did 
you  meet  her? 

K:  I came  across  Amanda  on  the  Net. 
I had  met  her  a year  or  two  ago  but  had 
lost  contact  with  her.  I was  so  happy  to  see 
Amanda  that  I contacted  her  immediately.  I 
had  no  idea  that  she  owned  True  Colors  Salon  in 
Bethlehem,  Pa.  We  got  reacquainted,  and  I scheduled  a 
visit  with  her  at  the  studio. 

LL:  How  did  you  like  your  session  with  her? 

K:  I was  very  nervous  but  once  I met  Amanda  in 
person  she  put  me  at  ease. 

Her  True  Colors  studio  is  a very  comfortable 
environment  and  she  has  everything  that  a "girl"  could 
need:  makeup,  shoes,  and  outfits.  She  uses  the  same 
facelift  technique  that  Jamie  uses  but  Amanda's  taping 
technique  is  a little  "gentler"  than  Jamie's. 

LL:  How  do  you  think  she  makes  you  look? 

K:Well,  I told  her  that  I wanted  Kelli  to  reemerge 
and  that  Kelli  wanted  to  be  hot!  Amanda  brought  out 
a hot,  smokin'  Kelli.  I was  in  love  with  the  look  and 
transformation. 

LL:  We've  got  the  photos  to  prove  it  but  go  on  and 
describe  what  she  did. 

K:  Amanda  dressed  me  in  a hot  leather  outfit:  mini 
skirt,  off  the  shoulder  top  and  thigh  high  boots  with  a 
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punkish/gothic,  orange  color  wig  with  the  appropriate 
gothic  jewelry.  She  said  if  I went  into  a club,  I'd  be  able 
to  have  guys  do  whatever  I wanted.  I was  that  hot! 

LL:  The  photos  attest  to  that.  And  you  enjoyed  the 
whole  experience? 

K:  I had  a really  great  time  with  Amanda.  Kelli  was 
reborn  (although  I'm  not  sure  if  I should  thank  her  for 
that!),  and  I'm  looking  forward  to  my  next  session  at 
True  Colors.  Amanda — you  rock,  girlfriend! 

LL:  Si  nee  you  are  closeted  and  hiding  your  femme 
side  from  your  wife  there's  not  too  far  you  can  go. 

K:  Kelli  is  a big  secret  from  my  wife.  I would  not  do 
anything  to  hurt  her  and  would  never  reveal  Kelli  to  her. 
However,  Kelli  will  always  be  around.  Unfortunately, 
Kelli  doesn't  have  much  of  an  opportunity  to  come  out 
often. 

LL:  Have  you  gone  through  the  purging  that  many 
CDs  try? 

K:  On  two  separate  occasions  I tried  to  purge  Kelli 
from  my  inner  self. 

LL:  We  just  wondered  if  you  had  gotten  rid  of  the 
clothes.  Modifying  your  personality  is  a little  bit  harder 
than  tossing  out  your  dresses. 

K:  Yes,  once  you  have  an  inner  feminine  self,  you 
can  never  really  purge,  try  as  one  may.  As  a result,  Kelli 
is  here  to  stay! 

LL:  Any  regrets? 

K:  The  Net  opened  up  a lot  of  areas  for  me  and  I 
sometimes  think  that  things  may  have  been  different 
had  the  Internet  developed  earlier.  I may  not  have  been 
married  and  Kelli  may  have  gone  out  more,  but  I can't 
think  about  what  might  have  been,  and  I just  have  to 
deal  with  my  inner  feminine  self  as  best  as  I can.

K:Well,  the  Net  has  certainly  piqued  my  interest  in 
terms  of  trying  to  step  out  and  potentially  meet  other 
girlfriends.  As  mentioned,  many  Internet  girlfriends 
would  like  me  to  hang  out  and  go  clubbing  with  them. 
This  is  very  flattering  and  has  gotten  me  thinking  about 
it! 

LL:  What  would  you  need  to  get  on  out  and  hang 
with  the  ladies? 

K:  Kelli  needs  more  time  to  practice  the  feminine 
movements  and  to  train  the  voice  to  be  more  feminine. 

LL:  There  are  guys  looking  for  T-girls  out  there.  How 
would  you  deal  with  them? 

K:  I'm  not  interested  in  guys,  but  this  doesn't  seem  to 
discourage  them  from  "hitting"  on  me.

K:  And,  if  I'm  lucky,  I get  to  be  Kelli  once  a quarter 
and  then  only  during  scheduled  one  or  two  day 
meetings  away  from  home. 

LL:  Any  last  thoughts  on  your  Kelli  side? 

K:  Kelli  is  very  passable  looking  thanks  to  the  makeup 
artists,  and  Kelli  is  strongly  considering  "hanging"  and 
clubbing  with  fellow  Internet  "girlfriends."  I think  my 
Asian  features,  skin-tone  and  build  certainly  helps  with 
Kelli's  overall  appearance.  No  doubt,  I will  have  a ton 
of  tranny-chasers  contacting  me  after  they  read  this, 
and  I wiil  apologize  to  them  now  since  I do  not  intend 
to  reply. 

LL:  Thank  you  so  much  for  taking  time  to  talk  to  us 
and  share  your  story  with  our  readers.

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Actor  Tim  Curry,  forever  famous  as  Dr.  Frank  N. 
Furter  of  Transylvania,  turned  60  years  old  on  April  19, 
2006.  Could  it  really  be  true  that  we're  all  getting  older 
here?  The  film  Rocky  Horror  Picture  Show  is  itself  31 
years  old,  which  means  a lot  of  the  newer  generation 
of  crossdressers  were  not  even  born  when  Mr.  Curry 
cavorted  onscreen  in  the  iconic  bustier,  garters,  and 


fishnet  ensemble  that  inspired  so  many  of  us. 

When  the  movie  first  came  out,  and  then  shortly 
became  a midnight  show  cult  blockbuster,  I had  only 
a hazy  awareness  about  crossdressing.  But  I knew  it 
appealed  to  me  on  some  level  that  I didn't  understand. 
The  idea  of  actually  dressing  up  in  women's  clothes, 
much  less  doing  so  in  public,  was  so  far  out  of  the 
realm  of  imagination  that  I simply  wrote  it  off  as 
something  beyond  reach. 

Tim  Curry  went  on  from  his  role  as  Dr.  Frank  to 
have  a busy  career  as  a working  character  actor,  still 
active  today,  unrecognizable  from  the  lingerie-clad, 
ruby-lipped  inspiration  for  a generation  of  closeted 
crossdressers.  As  for  the  rest  of  us,  I guess  we've  also 
moved  on  in  some  respects  as  well,  but  probably  still 
clinging  to  our  original  conception  of  ourselves  as 


that  "sweet  transvestite"  that  awoke  within  us  whether 
before,  during,  or  after  the  heyday  of  Rocky  Horror. 

Happy  belated  birthday,  Tim. 

SIZE  QUEENS 

There  was  a time  when  I had  to  scour  dozens  of 
crossdressing  support  group  newsletters,  transgender 
websites,  and  the  occasional  dirty  magazine  in  order 
to  uncover  news  items  about  crossdressing.  But  our 
editrix  Angela  gave  me  a heads  up  about  an  article  that 
appeared  in  no  less  a journalistic  institution  than  the 
New  York  Times  on  Sunday,  April  9,  2006. 

The  article  in  question  was  headlined  "If  the  Shoe 
Fits,  You're  Lucky"  by  Times  reporter  Coeli  Carr  in  the 
Sunday  Styles  section.  It  concerned  a topic  near  and 
dear  to  all  crossdressed  men:  finding  high  heels  that  fit 
properly.  The  article  was  prompted  by  the  opening  of 
the  independent  film  Kinky  Boots  about  a family  shoe 
manufacturer  that  reinvents  itself  to  make  shoes  and 
boots  for  drag  queens. 

The  Times  went  out  to  find  real-life  drag  queens  who 
have  a difficult  time  finding  fashionable  women's  shoes 
for  their  stage  performances.  One  New  York-based 
queen  had  the  typically  humorous  drag  name  of  Trai 
La  Trash.  Ms.  La  Trash  has  a problem  finding  footwear 
because  she  is  6'1"  and  275  pounds.  Trai  needs  a 
woman's  size  14  in  order  to  queen  it  up  in  a big  way, 
if  you  can  pardon 
the  pun.  The 
other  featured 
drag  queen 
in  the  article 
was  Nicole 
Diamond  who 
lives  and  works 
i n Lexi  ngton, 

Kentucky.  Ms. 

Diamond  is 
another  big, 
beautiful  drag 
queen  who 
requires  a 
woman's  size  1 2 
before  she  can 
plant  her  feet  on 
the  stage.  The 
article  included

photos  of  Misses  La  Trash  and  Diamond,  both  of 
whom  have  that  pleasantly  plump  beauty  of  the  large 
drag  queen.  It  also  included  a small  photo  of  actor 
Chiwitel  Ejiofor  (which  can  be  both  pronounced  and 
mis-pronounced  phonetically)  en  femme  in  the  role  of 
"Lola"  in  "Kinky  Boots." 

The  interesting  thing  in  the  article  was  the  lengths  the 
queens  went  to  in  order  to  get  themselves  comfortably 
and  fashionably  shod  for  their  stage  personas.  Trai  La 
Trash,  after  trying  all  the  usual  commercial  outlets  for 
sexy  shoes,  finally  broke  clown  and  went  to  Capezio 
for  custom-made  pumps  in  metallic  silver,  gold,  and 
black  leather.  They  cost  $300  a pair,  which  tells  me  that 
New  York  drag  queens  must  be  doing  alright  financially 
these  days.  Her  entire  shoe  collection  is  somewhere 
north  of  100  pairs.  The  lovely  Miss  Diamond  opts  for 
bridal  heels  that  she  can  have  dyed  to  match  her  outfits 
at  $40-50  per  pair. 

The  Times  reporter  spoke  to  David  Shaffer,  director 
of  sales  for  Capezio,  and  he  admitted  that  they  hear 
from  a lot  of  drag  performers  who  have  problems  with 
ill-fitting  high  heels.  The  secret  to  well-made  drag 
heels  is  a strong  heel  cup  that  holds  the  foot  firmly  and 
prevents  sliding  and  tottering  that  can  cause  injury. 
Mr.  Ejiofor  said  it  took  lessons  from  a choreographer 
and  steel-shanked  high  heels  to  keep  him  safe  while 
performing  and  dancing  as  the  drag  queen  character  in 
the  film.  The  specially  constructed  hip-high  boots  made 
for  the  film  reportedly  cost  350  British  pounds,  about 
$61  5 American,  and  would  retail  for  about  $800. 

Mr.  Shaffer  of  Capezio  made  a comment  that  all  of 
us  can  immediately  identify  with  and  which  I hope  will 
register  in  the  minds  of  everyone — male  and  female — 
who  read  this  article  in  the  Times.  In  a world  where 
unisex-type  garb  has  been  the  norm  for  a couple  of 
decades,  "the  woman's  dress  shoe  is  perhaps  the  last 
bastion  remaining  where  a gal's  shoe  is  really  that." 
The  quote  from  Mr.  Shaffer  is,  "If  you  put  on  a high- 
heeled  shoe,  people  say:  that's  a woman's  shoe,  that's 
a woman." 

MOM ? DAD ? WHATEVER ? 

An  unusual  child  custody  case  came  to  the  public 
forefront  in  late  March  2006.  Authorities  found  a 
woman  who  had  abducted  her  two  children  and  was 


living  as  a man  on  the  other  side  of  the  country. 

Shellie  White,  30,  was  arrested  in  North  Carolina  on 
charges  of  kidnapping  the  children,  then  aged  3 and 
5 years  old,  from  their  father  who  had  joint  custody  in 
Arizona.  The  abduction  case  took  a strange  turn  when 
the  former  Mrs.  White  was  found  passing  as  a man  with 
a female  companion  (wife?)  after  two  years  on  the  run. 
Authorities  said  that  Shellie  had  used  her  ex-husband's 
identity  as  well  as  some  other  male  aliases  while  on  the 
lam  with  her  kids.  For  her  part  (his  part?)  she  says  she 
was  living  openly  and  the  kids  went  to  school  under 
their  own  names. 

Shellie  was  also  found  in  a domestic  arrangement 
with  another  woman  whose  name  was  not  disclosed. 
According  to  the  children,  Shellie  told  them  to  call 
herself  "Daddy"  and  the  other  woman  "Mommy." 
Erica,  the  older  of  the  two  children  said,  "After  awhile 
he  started  asking  us  to  call  him  Daddy,  and  we  got  real 
confused,"  Note  Erica's  use  of  the  male  pronoun  while 
referring  to  her  biological  mother.  The  U.  S.  Marshals 
Service  said  that  when  they  apprehended  Shellie 
White,  the  children  asked  why  they  were  arresting  their 
"Daddy." 

Shellie's  ex-husband  said  that  she  did  not  exhibit 
any  male  appearance  during  their  time  together.  "She 
had  long  hair  and  at  the  time  we  were  together,  she 
actually  looked  like  a woman.  She's  just  altered  her 
appearance,  I would  say  probably  within  the  last  five 
years,"  he  said.  Shellie  admitted  to  reporters  that  she 
had  considered  sex  change  surgery  but  she  also  said 
that  her  masculine  appearance  was  natural.  The  one 
news  photo  I saw  of  her  showed  a chubby  masculine- 
appearing face  with  a light  mustache. 

Marriages  go  south  every  day  and  sometimes  it's  a 
result  of  gender  issues  on  either  side  of  the  coupling. 
It's  just  a damn  shame  to  see  little  kids  get  swept  up 
into  this  kind  of  scarring  selfishness.  Whether  by  the 
actions  of  Dad  or  Mom...  it's  just  wrong. 

S/S,  BOOM , VA-VA-VOOM! 

The  Manchester  (England)  Evening  News  carried 
an  article  about  a scandalous  cheerleading  team 
that  is  accused  of  wearing  too-sexy  uniforms.  The 
article  appeared  in  the  March  27,  2006  edition  of  the 
newspaper. 

The  cheerleading  squad,  named  the  Spirit  Shockers 
from  Glossop,  England,  was  banned  from  competition 
for  appearing  in  outfits  the  authorities  deemed  too 
skimpy.  The  official  reason  was  that  the  officials  were 
afraid  that  the  skin-bearing  uniforms  would  force  the 
girls  to  indulge  in  dangerous  diets  to  stay  in  shape  to 
wear  the  uniforms. 

The  British  Cheerleaders  Association  said  that  the 
Spirit  Shockers'  new  uniforms  ran  afoul  of  the  regulation 
against  bare  midriffs.  Besides  the  fear  that  girls  might 
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feel  the  need  to  diet  excessively  to  fit  the  image  of  the 
new  uniforms,  they  don't  want  the  cheerleaders  to  look 
like  "exotic  dancers." 

The  team's  coach,  Hannah  Jones,  who  is  only 
21  herself,  said  that  the  girls  wanted  to  wear  the 
uniforms  and  are  disappointed  at  the  ban.  But  the 
ruling  association  is  cracking  down  on  what  they 
see  as  a trend  towards  too  much  makeup  and  sexy 
costumes  that  make  the  girls  look  like  exotic  dancers. 
"Cheerleading  is  an  athletic  discipline  and  the  outfits 
should  reflect  that,  and  not  make  the  girls  look  like 
exotic  dancers."  (The  article  used  that  term  three  times; 
it's  not  my  dirty  mind  at  work,  I want  you  to  know.)  The 
association  also  addressed  the  (Ahem)  growing  issue 
of  childhood  obesity  and  said  they  were  afraid  that 
skimpy  outfits  would  place  undue  pressure  on  girls  to 
diet  excessively  to  keep  up  with  their  teammates. 

The  Spirit  Shockers  cheerleading  squad  now  must 
raise  funds  for  "more  appropriate  costumes"  for 
an  upcoming  major  competition  in  July.  The  Spirit 
Shockers  include  girls  and  women  aged  6 to  21  years 
of  age.  Team  member  Beckie  Bowman  had  this  to  say 
about  the  uniform  dust-up:  "If  we  are  comfortable 
showing  flesh,  then  we  should  be  allowed  to  wear  our 
uniforms."  Beckie  Bowman  is  14  years  old. 

I feel  so  dirty  now. 

BREAKIN ' THE  LAW,  BREAKIN ' THE  LAW 

The  following  short  news  item  hit  the  wires  on  March 
21 , 2006.  I searched  and  searched  for  more  news  about 
the  misguided,  crossdressed  felon  to  no  avail.  Here  is 
the  original  item  in  its  entirety: 

"Fishnet  Hosiery  Does  in  Robbery  Suspect. 
MONTEREY,  Calif.  (AP) — A man's  pantyhose  led  to  his 
arrest,  authorities  said.  An  unshaven  man  wearing  a 
black  evening  gown,  fishnet  stockings,  calf-high  boots 
and  a black  wig  robbed  a USA  Gas  station  Monday 
morning,  authorities  alleged.  The  armed  man  stuffed 
$290  in  cash  into  an  ensemble-matching  black  purse. 
'I've  been  with  the  department  for  22  years,  and  this 
is  the  first  time  I've  heard  of  this  happening  anywhere 
here,'  police  Lt.  Phil  Penko  said." 

I've  been  writing  about  crossdressed  crimes  for 
11  years,  Officer  Penko,  and  it  may  only  be  a first  in 
your  town  but  hardly  the  first  crossdressed  robbery 
in  our  safe,  sane  country,  the  good  ol'  US  of  A. 
Yes,  crossdressed  criminals  populate  this  column 
regularly — or  irregularly — or  something. 

About  35  minutes  after  the  robbery,  police  Officer 
Chad  Ventimiglia  spotted  a black  Saab  with  fishnet 
pantyhose  hanging  from  the  front  driver's  side  door, 
dragging  on  the  ground,  investigators  said.  The  car 
was  pulled  over  and  Michael  Leslie  Clouse,  26,  was 
arrested  and  booked  for  investigation  of  armed  robbery. 
A plastic  replica  handgun  allegedly  was  found  inside 


his  purse,  Penko  said. 

The  fishnet  stockings  play  an  important  part  in  this 
drama  (much  like  Rocky  Horror  Picture  Showl).  Maybe 
Michael  Leslie  was  doing  this  as  an  homage  for  Tim 
Curry's  then-upcoming  60th  birthday.  Or  maybe  not. 
I suspect  the  $290  played  an  important  part  in  this 
crossdressed  caper.  Maybe  he  should  have  waited  until 
gas  prices  rose  to  pull  the  heist.  I mean,  for  cryin'  out 
loud,  290  bucks  is  chump  change  at  most  gas  stations 
nowadays.  I guess  the  moral  of  the  story  is  that  you 
should  never  leave  your  fishnets  dragging  out  the  door 
of  your  car  like  the  hem  of  a too-long  raincoat.  Oh, 
and  yeah,  don't  rob  gas  stations  in  drag,  girls.  This  last 
bit  of  advice  is  my  community  service  quota  for  the 
magazine. 

So  questions  remain  about  the  episode.  Was  the  drag 
merely  a robbery  disguise?  Was  the  unshaven  Michael 
Leslie  a closet  crossdresser  who  simply  needed  more 
thrills  than  just  joyriding  in  his  Saab  wearing  a gown, 
boots  and  fishnets?  How  could  even  the  most  hawk- 
eyed  officer  in  a passing  cruiser  tell  they  were  "fishnet" 
pantyhose?  Was  the  AP  reporter  poking  fun — or 
admiring — the  "ensemble-matching  black  purse"?  Was 
Mr.  Clouse  going  to  use  the  290  bucks  to  upgrade  his 
calf-high  boots  to  something  a bit  kinkier?  And  finally, 
the  question  that  is  on  the  tips  of  all  our  tongues:  do 
you  have  photos  posted  anywhere,  Michael?

A similar 
thing  happened  to  me  on  a visit  to 
P'town  on  Cape  Cod. 

Here  are  some  "hosiery  hazards" 
that  may  be  helpful  to  some  of 
the  girls.  A lot  of  us  love  the  look 
of  fishnet  stockings  and  tights, 
as  they  are  always  flattering  to 
the  leg,  but  they  can  be  a hazard 
at  times.  Wearing  them  over  a 
bare  foot  stuffed  into  a tight  heel 
can  actually  slice  into  skin  and 
cause  a nasty  cut.  It  is  wiser  and 
much  more  comfortable  to  don  a 
complimentary,  or  even  contrasting 
pair  of  pantyhose  first  and  then 
let  the  fishnets  glide  over  the 
"underlayment"  all  evening. 

Also  when  buying  thigh-high 


stockings  one  must  be  careful  to  get  the  proper  size  and 
take  care  to  smooth  the  "stay-up"  bands  carefully  and 
completely  about  the  leg,  especially  the  silicon  bands.

Personally  your  editor  has  some  frothy,  femme 
fun  to  share.  She's  got  a boyfriend!  Oh,  it's  so 
good  to  be  able  to  talk  about  my  fella  with 
you  girls.  Get  some  coffee,  or  better  cocktails. 
Seriously,  in  past  columns  I have  written  about 
how  hard  it  can  be  to  find  someone  to  have  a 
relationship  with.  It's  hard  enough  for  regular, 
garden-variety  men  who  don't  have  the  urge 
to  wear  dresses  and  heels  to  find  someone 
(whether  straight  or  gay)  but  when  you  add  in 
the  CD  factor  it  can  seem  downright  impossible. 
Not  having  had  a female  lover  for  several  years 
was  beginning  to  make  me  grumpy.  And,  while 
I have  been  open  to  interest  from  men  there 
either  hadn't  been  any  or  it  came  from  men  I 
had  no  interest  in  dating.  Since  there  hadn't 
been  any  nibbles  from  women  (Yes, I'll  always 
be  attracted  to  women,  especially  those  who 
nibble  on  me)  I was  not  dating  either  sex  in 
either  gender.

Then,  he  sealed  the  deal 
by  offering  to  carry  my  heavy  stereo  power  amp 
out  to  the  car  after  the  party.  He  helped  me  get 
the  speakers  in  the  trunk,  too.  I thanked  him  in 
a frothy,  feminine  way  by  giving  him  a chaste 
little  kiss  and  saying  I hoped  I would  see  him 
at  the  next  Laptop  Lounge.  He  said  he  would 
have  trouble  waiting  for  that  and  wondered 
whether  we  could  see  each  other  sooner.  Since 
he  was  a gentleman  with  a nice  smile  and 
lovely  eyes  how  could  I refuse.  He  emailed  me 
the  next  day  and  we  started  dating.  Our  third 
date  was  Valentine's  Day.  Talk  about  pressure! 
A third  date,  already  a landmark,  happening  on 
Valentine's  Day — the  most  romantic  date  night 
of  the  year!  I was  a vision  in  a little  black  dress 
and  underneath  I wore  thigh  highs  and  a sexy 
nightie.  I'd  have  to  say  it  was  a crossdresser 
fantasy  come  true.  The  restaurant  was  giving 
out  roses  to  all  the  ladies.  Since  we  were  among 
the  last  to  leave,  on  our  way  to  his  place,  they 
gave  me  two.  A bonus  rose!  Cue  the  romantic 
music,  fade  to  black. 

Anyway,  going  from  not  dating  anyone  to 
being  a lady  who  dates  a man  has  taken  some 
adjustment.  (I  know  someone  just  screamed, 
"Do  ya  think?!"  Since  the  process  is  still 
evolving  and  changing  it's  hard  to  put  the  whole 
experience  into  words.  Fun,  sensual,  tender, 
cozy,  all  those  words  apply. 

How  am  I coping  with  the  adjustment 
process?  Communication  is  so  important.  As 
is  establishing  your  relationship  rules  right  up 
front.  I told  him  right  away,  maybe  the  first 
date  or  even  before,  that  I am  a part-time  lady. 
That  means  that  he  is  dating  Angela  but  there's 
another  person  in  our  relationship...  my  male 
side.  It's  sort  of  like  I am  married  to  a man  and 
I'm  dating  another  man.  Angela  is  totally  into 
her  boyfriend.  I love  holding  his  arm  as  we 
walk.  He  opens  doors  for  me  and  treats  me  like 
a total  lady.  He's  always  considerate  and  caring 
and  when  I say,  "Get  the  hell  off  me",  he  rolls 
over  with  no  complaint.  But,  Angela  is  one  part 


of  my  personality  and  a part-time  expression. 
After  several  hours  as  Angela  I feel  the  need  to 
let  it  all  hang  out  and,  for  one  thing,  get  that 
darned  wig  off.  He  would  probably  be  able  to 
accept  seeing  more  of  my  male  side  than  1 want 
to  share  since  he  is  such  a cool  guy  but  I am  not 
ready  to  be  with  him  in  anything  less  than  full 
Angela  mode.  I'm  a crossdresser,  ya  know? 

He  would  like  to  take  me  on  trips  and  even 
if  I got  my  body  fully  waxed  and  had  hair 
extensions  installed  so  I could  be  free  from  the 
wig  I can't  shave  my  face  for  four  or  five  days 
without  causing  skin  problems  that  detract  from 
my  beauty.  And  I refuse  to  wake  up  next  to  my 
fella  and  have  beard  stubble  on  both  of  us. 

So  we  do  what  we  can.  We  see  each  other  two 
or  three  times  a week,  we  email,  and  talk  on 
the  phone  when  our  schedules  permit.  I don't 
stay  overnight  at  his  place  and  he  knows  he  has 
to  leave  my  place  when  I say  it's  time  to  go.  I 
worry  about  him  getting  home  safely  and  often 
call  to  make  sure.  We  often  use  pet  names  for 
each  other.  God,  we're  disgusting! 

I have  told  him  that  the  future  could  hold 
anything.  We  might  go  on  dating  like  we  have 
been  for  several  years.  We  might  break  up  next 
month  or  next  year.  We  might  move  in  together 
and  I might  make  the  hair  and  beard  related 
modifications  it  would  take  to  easily  be  his 
lady.  Honey,  dinner's  ready!  (I'd  have  all  day 
while  he  was  at  work  to  walk  around  in  men's 
underwear,  be  comfortable  and  belch.)  Or 
I might  get  looser  about  sharing  more  of  my 
male  side  with  him  which  would  open  up  more 
possiblities  for  our  relationship.  Anything  can 
happen  in  the  future  because,  well,  because  it's 
the  future.  And  that's  the  thing  about  change.  It 
can  happen  at  any  time.  And  when  it  does  I'll 
let  you  all  know. 

Now,  enough  girl  talk  about  my  fella.  (He's 
a younger  man,  too!)  There's  a whole  issue  of 
Lady  Like  for  you  to  explore.  Ready,  set,  star 
reading!

A mysterious  cult  organization 
called  Rose  Cross  stands  in  his  way,  using  vicious  powers  to 
create  a dark  creature,  the  Gargoyle  to  over  take  Europe."
